PROF, JEAN PICCARD’S WIFE 
BRUISED IN BALLOON LANDING 


She, Her Husband and Pilot on 
Trial Flight, Forced Down by 
Wind in Ontario.

THAMESVILLE, Ont., May 16.— 


Forced to bring down their bai- 
loon because of high winds, Edward 
J. Hill, the pilot, Prof. Jean Pic- 
card and Mrs. Piccard landed in a 
field owned by John Oliver, a far- 
mer, near here, about 2:30 p. m. to- 
day. 

Mrs. Piccard’s arm was slightly 
bruised in landing, but she helped 
deflate the large bag. It will be 
shipped to Detroit where the flight 
started early today. 

The big bag had dropped anchor 
and ‘hovered over Wallaceburg for 
some time, while the occupants 
shouted greetings to excited resi- 
dents of that town. 

The balloon cruised for most of 
the morning at around 9000 feet, 


was fine until later in. the day 
when the wind b@came so heavy 
they had to come down. Mrs. Pic- 
card hopes to earn a balloonist’s 
license. 

Prof. Piccard is the twin brother 
of Prof. Auguste Piccard of Brus- 
sels, Belgium, the first man to pilot 
a balloon into the stratosphere. In 
case of a water landing, the balloon 
is equipped with a rubber raft.

Wallace S.: Atchison, a lawyer, 
shot dnd killed himself early to- 
day in his apartment at 5332 Del- 
mar boulevard.

Capt. Braithwaite, 69 years old, 
suffered severe injuries to the head 
and was unconscious when rescued. 

The bodies of three victims were 
removed from the liner Olympic to- 
day and taken to the Bellevue 
morgue. They will remain there 
until instructions arrive from the 
Second District headquarters in 
Boston. 

All Night Vigil. 

Capt. Braithwaite said the hours 
preceding the crash were anxious 
ones for his crew. Several steam- 
ers passed so close during the night 
that his men feared for their safety. 
All night long they had kept an 
anxious vigil. 

“Two steamers certainly came’ 
close,” he said. “Too close for us. 
We were all on deck and I or- 
dered everybody to put on a life 
preserver. I stayed on duty all 
night, but when the fog lightened 
after daylight I went below, not to 
sleep, but to sit down a bit.” 
He was in his quarters, reading, 
when the Olympic approached. 
“I rushed on deck,” he related. 
“When I saw the Olympic she was 
porting her helm, but I knew it 
would be too late. She struck us 
hard. I had not put on a life pre- 
server. I can swim. When I tried 
to move my legs, my head would go 
down. <A spar floated by and I 
clung to it. The next thing I knew, 
I was in a life boat.” 
Capt. Braithwaite said that “ev- 
erything had been functioning per- 
fectly” before: the -collision. 

* First Officer's Story. 
Mosher gave this account of the 
collision : 

“We saw the Olympic loom out 
of the fog a short distance away. 
The visibility was only about 500 
feet. A crash was, inevitable. I 
sounded the collision alarm. We all 
donned life preservers. Then we 
waited. We did not wait long—only; sU 
about one minute. Then, like a 
steam roller crushing an egg-crate, 
the liner bored into us. 

“The Olympic cut the lightship 
in two as completely as a saw going 
through wood. There was a loud 
crashing as she slid through and 
over our ship. We went down in 
less than a minute.”

THREE KIDNAPERS 
IN CALIFORNIA GET 
LIFE IN 24 HOURS 


Plead Guilty to Escape 
Trial With Possible Death 
Penalty. 


VICTIM SAYS THEY 
DID NOT HARM HIM 


As Result Parole Is Legal 
in Three and Half. Years

LOS ANGELES, Cal., May 16.— 
Three kidnapers of the wealthy 
William F. Gettle will begin serving 
life sentences before nightfall. 
Hardly more than 24 hours after 
Gettle’s rescue and less than a week 
after. he was seized at his Beverly 
Hills home, the abductors — Roy 
Williams, Jimmy Kirk and Larry 
Kerrigan —~were taken into‘ court 
last night’ and permitted to plead 
guilty. | 
A grand jury indicted them on 
kidnaping for ransom and robbery 
charges at 7:50 p. m. after hearing 
Gettle’s story. At 8 they were taken 
before Superior Judge Charles W. 
Fricke for arraignment. Fiftven 
minutes later they had pleaded 
guilty, Gettle had testified briefly 
and Judge Fricke had sentenced 
them to life in San Quentin prison. 
Because Gettle testified his kid- 
napers had not inflicted “grievous 
bodily: harm,” they will be eligible 
for parole after serving three and 
one-half years. 

Prosecutor’s Threat. 
District Attorney Buron Fitts 
gave the kidnapers the alternative 
of pleading guilty or standing trial 
and facing the possibility of a death 
sentence. In view of Gettle’s testi- 
mony that he suffered no injury, 
court attaches said that the Dis- 
trict Attorney would have had no 
power to demand the death penalty. 
Gettle told how he was kidnaped 
from his Arcadia country home 
about midnight last Wednesday. He 
told of going with two of his guests | 
to the recreation house on the es- 
tate. 

“Two boys ran in,” he said, 
“they had guns and wore masks. 
They grabbed our arms. They tied 
Wolf (James P. Wolf, one of ‘the 
guests) to a tree and said: “This is 
no holdup. It’s a snatch.’ 
“They bound’ my hands afd put 
me over the fence. My hands were 
bound and they taped my mouth 
and eyes.’ They threw me into a 
car. 

“T fell from the top of the wall. 
I told the men I thought they had 
broken my leg.”

BARKLEY TRIES 
TO RESIGN PLACE 


Glass, Already Angry Over 
Being Left Off Commit- 
tee, Sayé White House 
Shifted Sides. _.

WASHINGTON, May 16.—Senate 
conferees on the stock market regu- 
lation bill decided today, in the face 
of President Roosevelt's stand for 
Federal Trade Commission control, 
not to yield on the independent 
commission voted by the Senate 
without coming back to the Senate 
for further instructions. | 
Senate conferees called off a con- 
ference with the House, in order 
to discuss the situation confront- 
ing them as a result of President 
. ‘Roosevelt's outright declaration for 
the trade commission plan. 
Earlier, Senator Barkley (Dem.), 
Kentucky, had been authoritatively 
reported to have resigned from the 
Conference Committee in view of 
the White House devélopments, but 
his resignation was not accepted 
by Chairman, Fletcher. 
Barkley refused to discuss the 
report with newspaper meni, but in- 
dicated he was going to serve after 
all. Fletcher also refused to talk 
about the Barkley resignation. 
“ » “You will have to ask him about 
that,” Fletcher told reporters. 

Senator Robinson, . Democratic 
leader, had conferred with Fletcher 
and Barkley in an effort to 
straighten. out the tangle in party 
ranks. ; 

The Kentucky Senator offered 
yesterday to quit the conference 
committee to permit Senator Glass 
(Dem.), Virginia, who proposed the 
independent commission plan, to 
serve, but the Virginian rejected 
the offer. 

Barkley and Fletcher could not be 
reached for comment, bécause they 
were tied up in a conference with 
Senator Robinson, Democratic lead- 
er of the Senate, who was under- 
stood to be trying to straighten out 
the tangle within party ranks. 

Glass Already Indignant. 
‘ ' While few doubted that Roose- 
velt's wishes eventually would pre- 
vail, complications were added by 
the fact that Senator Glass already 
was indignant at a presumed per- 
sonal affront. 

The chief executive told newspa- 
per men he wanted the law to re- 
tain House provisions for adminis- 
tration by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, determination of minimum 
margin requirements by the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board and an advisory 
section saying the latter, normally, 
should be 45 per cent. 

The Glass amendments to. the 
Senate bill would create a new com- 
mission to administer the measure 
and fix margin requirements, ex- 
cept for loans on securities by Fed-. 
eral Reserve member banks, The 
latter would be left to the Reserve 
Board. No margin figure, advisory 
or otherwise was included, 


Comment by Glass. 


Glass said the President's stand 
represented a reversal of attitude 
on his part. His first comment on 
the word from the White House 
was: 

“Well, the President has a right 
to change his mind.” 

Later he added: 

“You don’t suppose T would pur-, 
sue a phantom for five or six 
weeks, do you?” 

He said he had received assur- 
ances that his amendments were 

. acceptable to the chief executive. 

Glass’ anger was aroused yester- 
day by the fact that despite his 
rights of seniority on the Banking 
Committee he was not included 
among the conferees appointed by 
Chairman Fletcher and that the 
Democrats who were named were 
all originally against his proposals, 

He presented his resignation 
from the Banking Committee to 
Majority Leader Robinson, who de- 
clined to accept it. Senators Bark- 
ley and Byrnes, who were named 
to the Conference Committee, both 
offered to withdraw in Glass’ fa- 
vor, but ‘he rejected the offer, 

In the light of the controversies 
raised by the Virginian, most of 
those familiar with the situation 
felt that the two were bound to 
stand out in conference against the 
House proposals which were in- 
dorsed today by the President., It 
was understood that Barkley as- 
sured Glass he would “not budge 
an inch.” .

Useless as Fifth Wheel to Wagon, 
Nebraskan Says in Open- 
ing Debate.

WASHINGTON, May 16.-—Calling - 
the Electoral College a “fifth wheel 


a wagon,” Senator Norris (Rep.), 
Nebraska, asked the Senate today 
to abolish it and make other 
changes in the method of electing 
the President. 

Norris opened debate on a consti- 
tutional amendment he proposed, 
which also would make it easier for 
independent candidates to run for 
the office. 

“Too often the candidates nomi- 
nated at national conventions are. 
chosen behind the scenes,” Norris 
said, “leaving the people no choice 
in the election of a President.”

In the case of the Chicago Rail- 
ways Co., Henry A. Blair, presi- 
dent of the company, was made 
one of the receivers, and was al- 
lowed ‘a fee of $5000 a month. In 
addition, however, Blair continued 
to draw his regular salary «- $5000 
a month, s> that the receivership 
of his company resulted in doub- 
ling his compensation. The same 
was true of James Sheehan, gen- 
eral counsel, to whose regular sal- 
ary of $25,000 a year was added a 
fee of the same amount, for acting 
as counsel for the receivers, and 
likewise of a man named Hupp, 
Biair’s secretary, whose compen- 
sation of 3500 a month was doubled 
by the allowance of a fee for serv- 
ing as secretary ‘o the receivers. 

This began in November, 1927. In 
October, 12929, the Chicago city 
council passed a resolution _for- 
mally calling Judge Wilkerson’'s 
attention to the facts. The city’s 
interest arose from the .circum- 
stance that under the operating 
ordinance the city was entitled to 
55 per cent of the company’s net 
profits. The resolution pointed out 
that the total salaries and fees 
paid to receivers, attorneys and 
secretaries during the 11 months 
of the receivership had been more 
than $400,000. Judge Wilkerson 
then made an order reducing the 
pay to its former scale. 


Appointed Old Law Firm. 


The report points out that in 
many instances Judge Wilkerson 
appointed, as attorneys for receiv- 
ers, the law firm of which he had 
been a member before going on the 
bench, and that, as receivers, he 
often appointed the Chicago Title 
& Trust Co., or its head, Abel Da- 
vis. 

In the receivership of the Uni- 
versal Gypsum Lime Co,, Eugene 
Holland, its’ president, and Davis 
were made receivers and Brun- 
dage’s law firm was named as their 
attorney. Up to the time of the in- 
vestigation, Holland had received 
total fees of $130,000, Davis had re 
ceived $76,500, and the attorneys 
had received $30,000 “on account.” 
When the investigation concluded 
—late in March-—-Wilkerson had al- 
lowed fees in this case aggregating 
$252,500. 

The Illinois Life Case. 

Again it was Abel Davis and the 
Chicago Title & Trust Co. who were 
made receivers for the Illinois Life 
Insurance Oo. The attorney in this 
case was Roy O. West, former Sen- 
retary of the Interior. Concerning 
this transaction the report say?: 

“In the next month an order was 
entered authorizing the receiver to 
solicit proposals for bids, mutual- 
ization or reorganization. It ap- 
pears frem the hearing that this 
matter was continued from time to 
time, waiting on an organization 
known as ‘the Kemper crowd,’ and 
the sithation ran on for six months, 
which, according to the testimony, 
caused a loss of several million 
dollars in insurance contracts. 

“Judge Wlikerson announced on

Sidney A. Pollak, who had at- 
tempted to file an intervening peti- 
tion in 1932, and had been denied 
by Lindley, filed a petition in Janu- 
ary of this year asking for an in- 
vestigation of McCulloch’s services. 
In it he charged that McCulloch 
was a director of the First National 
Bank, one of the secured creditors 
of the insolvent company, and that 
in his capacity as receiver he had 
made a settlement with his bank 
involving millions of. dollars. 

Three Days. Before Inquiry. 

He charged that more than $300, 
000 had been allowed by Judge 
Lindley in fees to receivers and 
lawyers, and he declared that this 
was out of proportion to the in- 
come of the estate. Pollak told the 
committee that Lindley threatened 
to cite him for contempt unless he 
withdrew the petition. Lindley de- 
nied that. 

The report points out that event- 
ually Lindley did send a message 
to receivers and attorneys, com- 
plaining that expenses were run- 
ning too high, but it also points out 
that he did so exactly three days 
before the committee arrived in 
Chicago to investigate hig conduct.

Incomplete Returns Show 
281,381 For and 136,056 
Against $10,000,000 Is- 
sue. 


Missouri voters approved a State 
bond issue of $10,000,000 for long 
delayed improvements of the State 
eleemosynary and penal institu- 
tions, in a spetial election yester- 
day. On the basis of available re- 
turns the majority will be about 
125,000. 

The State bond issue, supple- 
mented by an expected outright 
grant of $3,400,000 of Federal Pub- 
lic Works Administration funds, 
will provide a $13,400,000 program of 
construction to fireproof, modern- 
ize and enlarge the seven State 
eleemosynary institutions, four of 
the five present penal institutions, 
and build a new State penitentiary. 

Unofficial returns from 3376 of 
the 4150 precincts in the State 
showed a vote of 282,381 for the 
bonds and 136,056 against them. 
Authorization of the State bond is- 
sue, which was submitted in the 
form of a namendment to the State 
Constitution, required only a simple 
majority. 

City Majorities Big. 

St. Louis, Kansas City and other 
cities of the State produced the 
heavy majorities which had been 
relied. ptt Soa 9 of the bonds

In the principal cities and in 
‘counties in which State  institu- 


tions are situated, the vote aver- 
aged nearly five to one fer the 
-bonds. On returns receiyed from

The Board of Education bond is- 
sue of $2,000,000 is for the following 
purposes: New high school at 
Kingshighway and Arsenal street; 
new Herzog School, 5830 Mimika 
avenue; new Negro grade school, 
east of Grand Boulevard and north 
of Market street; new Educational 
Museum at Theresa and Bell ave- 
nues; additions to Vashon (Negro) 
High School and Columbia, Froebel, 
Gundlach; Divoll (Negro) and 
Carondelet schools; alterations..at 
seven schools; new portable center 
for Delany (Negro). School. 

The vote in St. Louis was 142,437, 
or 44.9 per cent of the registration 
of 316,916. This was little short of 
the 150,000 predicted by Chairman 
Waechter of the Election Board, 
who forecast the propositions would 
carry by 115,000 to 35,000. The ap- 
proximate average vote was 112,000 
to 28,000. 

In volume, the city vote was con- 
siderably larger than usual in spe 
cial elections where no offices are 
‘Involved, and not much smaller 
than in municipal primaries. An 
intensive campaign organization 
was sébt.up by Mayor Dickmann and 
the Demacratic city organization. 
Some Republican politicians sup- 
ported at least some of the propos- 
als, although the Republican City 
Committee refrained from taking a 
stand. 

County Vote Small. 

St. Louis Coilnty polled only 15,- 
100 votes, or 14.4 per cent of the reg- 
istration of about 104,300. There 
Was no organized campaign for the 
county bond issue. 

Estimates that the total vote in 
the State would be about 500,000, 
or less than onethird of the record 
vote in Missouri, apparently will be 
borne out. 

The largest vote in St. Louis was 

on the State proposition, which was 
on a separate ballot. Thé vote on 
the 11 municipal items was only 
slightly less, ranging from 141,085 
on the police stations to 141,648 on 
the auditorium, the difference be- 
ing only 563. Total vote on the 
school bonds was 95,086. This pro- 
posal was under its own heading at 
the bottom of the local ballot, with 
a different phraseology from the 
others, The Board 'of Education did 
not make an intensive campaign, 
but relied to a considerable extent 
on the municipal campaign. 
The majority of the hospital item 
in excess of the required two-thirds | 
was 1443 larger than that of the 
next most popular city item, for 
sewers. Emphasis was laid on the 
great need for improving the insti- 
tutions in thé campaign. 

Two factors probably explain why 

the armory item trailed 6000 votes 

behind most of the others. Some 
elemerts of union labor opposed 
giving aid fo the National Guard. 

In the election of 1923, when $87,- 

372,500 in bonds were voted; the 

only item defeated’'was $1,000,000 for 

an armory, due to the general op- 
position of labor. This time some

defection. was attributed to attacks 
on the suggestion that the dity 
might buy The Arena instead of 
spending the money for construc- 
tion. 

Second lowest majority on the 
city list went to the police station 
item, which was ahead 16,529. 

An additional’ explanation in the 
variation of majorities lies in the 
attitude of the Republican City 
Committee. Chairman Pape said 
last week that most of the mem- 
bers favored the hospital and au- 
ditoriuim items and opposed the 
armory and police stations, while 
he thought opinion was rather 
evenly divided on the others. 

The school bonds had 15,528 votes 
in excess of the needed two-thirds 
majority. 

There was little variation between 
the votes cast in the various wards 
for the State bonds and the city 
bonds. 

However, the vote for the school 
bonds was lower than for the city 
bonds, in approximate proportion to 
the variation of the total votes, ex- 
cept,in the Fourth and Fifth wards, 
where the schoo] issue was report- 
ed as receiving exactly the same 
votes as some of the city items, 


Fourth Ward Delivers. 

The Fourth Ward is dominated 
by Justice of the Peace Jimmy 
Miller, Democratic committeeman, 
and reports of its election returns 
have been uniform in recent elec- 
tions. State Senator Kinney is. 
Democratic committeemar of the 
Fifth Ward. Favorable votes for 
every proposition in the Fourth 
Ward were confined to a range be- 
tween 7248 and 7256, while negative 
votes ranged from 36 to 39, except 
the armory item, which was credit- 
ed with 44 opponents. In the Fifth 
‘Ward, 10 propositions wére reported 
as getting 4502 votes each, while 
two had 4501 each and the Civil 
Courthouse drew 4499. -The items 
favored by 4502 ballots were op- 
posed by 36; those favored by 4501 
were opposed by 37, and the court- 
house was opposed by 39. | 

The Fourth and Fifth wards are 
downtown or “river” wards. Other 
districts with the lightest opposition 
to the bonds were the Third, Sixth 
and Seventh, also river wards; the 
Seventeenth, Eighteenth, WNine- 
teenth and Twentieth, midtown, and 
the Twenty-third, which has a large 
Negro electorate. 

Republican Wards Different. 

Three wards failed to give two- 
thirds majorities to the local bonds, 
although they returned much mére 
than simple majorities. These.were 
the Eleventh, Twelfth and Thir- 
teenth wards, South Side Repub- 
lican strongholds. Their Repub- 
lican leaders, respectively, are 
Chairman Pape, Collector Koeln 
and Circuit Clerk Schmoll; but 
these leaders did not figure public- 
ly as opponents ofthe. bonds. 

Besides the uniform failure of 
local bonds in. these three wards, 
some of the propositions failed to 
carry other districts, as follows: 
Memorial Plaza, Second Ward; 
Union Station Plaza, Second; Ar- 
mory, First. Second, Ninth, Four- 
teenth, Twenty-fourth; police sta- 
tions, Second, Fourteenth; . street 
revolving fund, Second; schools, 
Ninth, Eleventh, Thirteenth. The: 
school item was the only one - 
ceiving a two-thirds majority in the 
Twelfth Ward, — 

The Second Ward, in the lower 
North Side, where there has been 
much complaint among taxpayers 
over street widening benefit taxes, 
voted ‘for seven local items with 
slim margins and against five. The 
vote on all items was close in the 
First Ward—far. North Side—and 
Fourteenth Ward—east and south 
of Tower Grove Park, There has 
been: complaint about benefit taxes 
in these wards also, as there has 
been in the Eleventh, Thirteenth 
and Twenty-fourth. The unofficial 
count gives the Memorial Plaza 
item @ majority of just one vote in 
the Fourteenth. More than 3100 


‘votes were rolled up against the

First Proposition Lacks 
2378 Votes of Necessary 

| ‘Two° Thirds Majority; 

Second Shy 2383. 


St. Louis County bond issue pro- 
posals of $1,500,000 for a new Court- 
house and jail and $250,000 for an 
addition to the County Hospital 
failed of necessary two-thirds ma- 
jorities in yesterday’s election. At 
the same time, the $10,000,000 State 
bond issue was approved decisively 
in the county. 

The Courthouse vote was 7128 for 
and 7130 against, lacking 2378 of 
the necessary two-thirds; the hos- 
pital vote 7684 for and 7416 against, 
lacking 2383; the State proposal, 
8974 for and 5936 against, a majori- 
ty of 3038,- 

The largest. adverse majorities 
were in the rural areas, with the 
vote in the municipalities running 


closer. Voting was light, with only Fa 


15,100 ballots cast. The 1932 vote 
for President totaled 98,257, out of 


a registration of more than 104,000. | 7, 


The total vote in the six largest 
incorporacted towns — University 
City, Webster Groves, Clayton, Ma- 
plewood, Richmond Heights and 
Kirkwood—was as follows: State— 
3907 for, 2052 against; courthouse 
—3278 for, 2652 against; hospital— 
3106 for, 2629 against. 

In 35 precincts in representative 
rural districts of St. Ferdinand, 
Bonhomme, Meramec and Caronde 
let townships, th. vote was: State 
—1239 for, 1586 against; courahouse 
—1071 for, 1726 against; hospital— 
1115 for, 1629 against. 

Defeated for Third Time. 

Defeat of the Court-house and jail 
proposal was the third recorded in 
the county,in nine years. In 1925 
a $715,000 issue was voted down, 
4499 to 10,304, and in 1927 a $750,000 
proposal was defeated, with 8172 for 
and 7492 against. . 

County Judge Schramm said 
day he would ask the County Coun- 
selor for an opinion on the earliest 
possible date on which the pro- 
posals may be resubmitted. 

“With proper support, publicity 
and work, I believe the bonds will 
be approved,” he said. “The failure 
was due largely to the widespread 
whispering campaign and to the 
on-and-off policy of various civie 
organizations, Of course, some in- 
dividuals and organizations got into 
the campaign, but it was too late 
to get out a favorable rural vote. 
Judge Schumacher and I were 
about the only ones who really 
worked. The few small posters that 
went out were paid for out of 
our own pockets. My chief interest 
in the matter is to avoid a bread 
line in the county next winter.” 

D mt Over Architect. 

Defeat of the proposals was con- 
sidered due largely to lack. of a 
smoothly operating campaign or 
ganization. The County Chamber 
of Commerce, which entered the 
campaign last winter after an un- 
derstanding with:the County Court 
that a chamber committee would 
supervise various phases of con- 
struction, withdrew April 21 after 
a disagreement with the court over 
selection of an architect. 

The committee wanted the achi- 
tect to be selected by a competition 
under regulations of the American 
Institute of Architects, while the

It fur- 
ther showed, he said, t “today 
these same institutions are expect- 
ed to function adequately in «a4 
milieu in which the scale of enter 
prise is vast, relations complex, and 
the tempo swift.” 

Our present economic difficulties, 
he continued, are due to the lag 
between our ideas and needs and/,, 
our institutions. Some lag is neo 
essary, he said, for the continuity 
and stability of the machinery of 
civilization. But, when the lag be- 
comes too great, he said, and what 
we call depression ensues, the dan- 
ger is that an impatient populace 
may “break blindly with the sound 
as well as with the unsound values.”

NEW EXPRESS BUSSES= 
ON Tht DELMAR ROUTE 


P. S. Co. Going After Service 
Car Business With Speedy 
10-Cent.Rides Tomorrow. 


Starting tomorrow,=the Public 
ServiceCo. will furnish a new type 
of bus on’ the Delmar bus line, in 
an open endeavor to take business 
away from service cars. It will 
place nine speedy 20-passenger 
busses in opération, at a fare of 
10 cents, with no transfers and lim- 
ited stops 

Running time from Kingsland av~ 
enue and Delmar boulevard, west- 
ern “terminus of this express ser- 
vice, to Third street and Washing- 
ton avenue will be 25 minutes, the 
same as for service cars using the 
same route. The service cars for- 
merly charged .15 cents, but re- 
eently, following other improve- 


ments in the Delmar bus line, the 
United Service Car Co. reduced its 
fare to 10 cents between 10 a. m. 
and 4:-p. m. 

The express busses will run with 
varying headway of five and six 
}minutes. The first one eastbound 
will leave Kingsland at 7:15 a. m. 
and the last one westbound will 
leave Third street at 5:44 p. m. They 


| will be marked “Delmar Kingsland 


Express. No. 91.” Between Kings- 
highway and Twelfth boulevard the 


jeastbound service will make stops 


only at principal. streets; west- 
bound, the busses will stop any- 
where west of Twelfth to discharge 
passengers, but will permit passen- 
gers to board only at principal 
streets. 3 . 

Cost of the new vehicles was 
about $4500 each. They are of the 
Yellow Coach type, with motor in 
front. Flexibility in traffic and a 
minimum of weight are claimed for 
them. The route is about seven 
miles and will be covered at an 
average of 17 miles an hour, in- 
cluding stops, or about 50 per cent 
faster than the speedier trolley 
lines. Public Service Co. officers 
say the new express operation will 
not affect the basic service with 
42-passenger modern busses oh the 
Delmar line between Third street 
and North and South boulevard.

May 16.—A young French dancing 
partner of wealthy Riviera dowag- 
ers—a boarder at the villa of the, 
Countess de la Porceri, formerly 
Mabel Boll—failed yesterday in an 
attempt to kill himself for unre 
quited love of the American woman 
known as the “Queen of ODia- 
monds.” 

Police versions of Georges Char- 


pistol bullet through both cheeks 
differed, but they agreed that he 
first wrote a letter declaring his 
love for the divorced Countess and 
vowing he could: not live without 
her. 
Both versions also stated he de- 
cided on’ death: after the biond 
American airwomen, posséssor of a 
large diamond collection, told him 
a few days ago thet she no longer 
watited him as a boarder at ber 
Sorrentina villa. 
According to first reports, the 
Countess stumbled on Charlot's 
body in the garden of the villa 
Monday night. It was later stated 
that servants heard a shot ana 
found Charlot in a bathtub of the 
villa, the pistol lying beside the tub. 
Condition Not Serious. 
Hospital officials said the 27-year- 
old dancer’s nervousness evidently} 
saved his life. The bullet, they 
said, passed through both cheeks 
serious head 
wound. His condition was descrihed 
as not serious. 

Charlot is a professional dancer 
widely known along the Riviera. 
He is popular with rich elderly 
women who find him a charming 
dancing partner and night club 
companion. 

Charlot and the twice married 
American-born Countess were seen 
frequently together in fashionable 
gathering places along the Riviera. 

When on April 16, 1931, she mar- 
ried Count Henri de Porceri, former 
Polish nobleman in -Paris, Mabel 
Boll described herself as 32 years 
old and a widow. The Count said 


a Paris divorce in June, 1933. 

The Rochester-born New York 
woman made her bow before the 
public in 1925 when she appeared 
in Paris theaters and night clubs 
wearing a fortune in dfamonds. 
She refused to name her husband, 
but told newspaper men she had 
been married four days, that the 
marriage had broken up and her 
husband had left her the jewel col- 
lection. It won her the title of 
“Queen of Diamonds.”

Her first husband had been Rob- 
ert Scott. They lived in Europe 
for eight years and had a son who 
is now’ reported living with the 
Countess’ parents in Rochester. 

In 1827, when Clarence ‘Chamber- 
lin and Charles A. Levine. flew the 
Columbia to Europe,. Miss Boll 
tried to induce Leviné to fly her 
back. He refused since he had 
had little or no p.ioting experi- 
ence. Negotiations with other pilots 
came to nothing and Miss Boll re- 
turned to the United States by 
boat.

In 1928 she got as far as Harbor 
Grace, Newfoundland, in an_  at- 
tempt to cross the Atlantic in Le- 
vine’s Columbia with two pilots. 
Amelia Earhart then made the flight 
and Miss Boll returned to New 
York in tears. The same year she 
flew to Havana and back with Wil- 
mer A. Stultz as pilot. Two years 
later she went to Europe, where 
she remained. 


RELEASES CONTROL OF PLANE: 
PREVENTS LEAP BY PASSENGER 


Pilot Turns Machine Toward Earth 
Rights It in Time to 
Avoid Crash.

MUNCIE, Ind., May 16.—An an- 
controlled airplane plunged from a. 
2000-foot altitude toward earth here 
as the pilot struggled to keep a 
youth from jumping into the yard 
of the girl who jilted him. 

Pilot Raymond Williams beat 
Regis L. Schwer, 19-year-old pas- 
senger, into unconsciousness with a 
fire extinguisher just in time to 
prevent a crash. : 

Schwer, a high school student, 
appeared at the city airport and 
rented the plane for what execu- 
tives thought was a pleasure ride. 
When at an altitude of 2000 feet, 
Pilot Williams saw Schwer place 
one foot on the wing of the plane 
and. prepare to jump. 

The pilot seized Sehwer by the 
coat. He then set the ship into a 
downward glide. A struggle ensued 
between the pilot and Schwer for 
three minutes. The plane was then 
only 500 feet from the earth. Wil- 
liams picked up a fire extinguisher 
and knocked Schwer unconscious. 
The pilot righted the plane barely 
in time to make a safe landing.

A Criticism of the Efficiency Board. 
To the Editor.of the Post-Dispatch: 
N your story detailing the dismissal of 
Engineer Horner, the man who de- 
signed the $11,000,000 River des Peres 
sewer, and other employes of the Board 
of Public Service, there occurred this 


statement: é’ 


“A wheelbarrow load of oard index 

boxes, records of the Efficiency Board, 
was in the (aldermanic) committee room. 
The cards contained the names of the 
6000 city employes, and their length of 
service, showing in most cases whether 
the person is a holdover from the Repub- 
lican regime.” 

The Efficiency Board under this Dem- 
ocratic administration is certainly a huge 
joke. The action detailed in the above 
paragraph is a plain violation of the 
rules of the board, which I have right be- 
fore me. Index cards were not supposed 
to be bandied about in this manner, 

The writer was the Democratic mem- 
ber of the original Efficiency Board and, 
as such, helped to write the rules govern- 
ing the board. No such tampering with 
card indexes as is detailed in the above 
item was permissible under that board. 
Nothing was held more sacred than the 
files containing the index cards, and no- 

body but the members of the board, in- 
cluding the secretary, had any access to 
the card index files which constituted 
the eligible list of the board. 

Speaking for myself as a former mem- 
ber of the board, and as one who helped 
create the civil service system after 37 
days of intensive study of the systems 
of nine of the leading cities of the union, 
I am certainly impelled to say that the 
action above stated in-such plain lan- 
guage comes very near being an outrage 
upon the public service.: 

The Efficiency Board was created un- 
der the new Charter for the distinct pur- 
pose of putting the city out of politics. It 
was a non-partisan board, and no employe 
of the city could be discharged under our 


administration except on charges filed| 


with the board and positively provihg 
that the employe was guilty of violating 
the regulations of his department or oth- 
erwise failing to live up to the obliga- 
tions of his position. Under no circum- 
stances could he be discharged for mere- 
ly partisan reasons. 

Many times, during the writer’s three 
years of service, attempts of that char- 
acter were foiled. In doing this, the 
board, | am happy to say, was backed 
up every time by the Mayor, Henry W. 
Kiel. No man during the three years 
in which I was a member of the Efficien- 
cy Board was discharged from the city’s 
service merély because he happened to 
be a Democrat. 

The chief examiner and his assistant 
examiner were chosen by examinations. A 
class of 29 of the ablest men in St. Louis 
took the examination for chief examiner 
and assistant chief examiner. 

Under the present board, the chief ex- 
aminér and secretary wére appointed to 
that position absolutely without any ex- 
amination whatever. That action is 
contrary (absolutely contrary) to the 
regulations followed by any of the lead- 
ing cities of the country. A man who is 
to examine so many thousands of other 
men for various city occupations surely 
ought to demonstrate his fitness for the 
job by passing ar examination himself. 

It gives me no satisfaction to indulge 
inthis criticism, but I think that the 
circumstances fully justify me in calling 
attention to these perfectly manifest vio- 
lations of Article 18 of the Charter, un- 
der which the ciency Board came into 
being. & ee.

We believe yesterday's vote is highly significant. 
It means that the people agree with the national ad- 
ministration that the way to beat the depression is 
to take afms against it. Though the tax burden 
is already heavy, the people showed themselves will- 
ing to increase State and city indebtedness for pub- 
lic works, in the belief. that the stimulus given to 
private business and the relief given to unemploy- 
ment will help to put us back on the road to re 
covery. | < 
Of course, there were other factors. The need for 
rehabilitation of the State penal and eleemosynary 
institutions had passed beyond debate. Here was a 
job that rested heavily on the State’s conscience. In 
St. Louis, likewise, the hospital situation is one that 
has long cried for correction, Besides, the people 
wanted to-finish the job started by the 1923 bond 
issue. They wanted to provide for completion of 
the Auditorium and Civil Courts. They wanted to 
beautify the plazas. They wanted a new high school, 
and the various other things wisely included in the 
bond issue. ’ 
Moreover, the voters had in mind the outright 
Federal grants, amounting to some $9,000,000, that 
will accrue to St, Louis and Missouri as a result of 
the passage of the bond issues. They realized that, 
whless Missouri got its share of this money, it would 
go elsewhere, and Missourians would have to pay, in 
the form of Federal income, excise and inheritance 
taxes for improvements in other communities, of no 
Benefit to our people. As it is, both State and city will 
be aided by the Federal Government in the financing 
of numerous necessary public works. 
Success of the bond issues means that more than 
$22,000,000 will be spent in St. Louis in the near fu- 
ture, and $13,400,000‘in the State. It means that ap- 
proximately 17,000 men will be taken out of the ranks 


of the unemployed. It means that Missouri is march- | 


ing shoulder to shoulder with the nation in the 
march toward national recovery. 

We commend the Mayor and the Governor, as well 
as the many public officials and private citizens who 
have given unsparingly of their talents and energies, 
for the fine campaign that was mace. Though or- 
ganized opposition was almost entirely lacking, it 
was necessary to rouse the voters to the opportunity 
that lay before them and to instruct them in the 
various purposes the bond issues are designed to 
serve. 

Some fear was expressed during the campaign by 
Republican leaders that partisanship and favoritism 
might taint expenditure of the bond issue money. 
This was answered, first, by the assurance that the 
Federal Government, as a condition to making grants, 
will enforce a rig inspection and supervision of its 
own; second, by the promise of Mayor Dickmann and 
Gov. Park that they will appoint bi-partisan com- 
mittees, which will be empowered to supervise ex- 
penditures. / 
Jt now remains for officials to speed the proje 
authorized, so that the maximum amount of benefit 
can be realized from the bond issue expenditures in 
this time of distress. 
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MUSIC IN THE PARKS: 

A grant of $6000 from the Federal Relief Admin- 
istration makes possible the series of 14 band con- 
certs being given in St. Louis parks this month, and 
20 orchestra concerts in city institutions. The money 
goes to 150 musicians, long unemployed in their pro 
fession. The Musicians’ Mutual Benefit Association 
reports that only about 250 of its 1200 members are 
now making a living for themselves and families, and 
it is regrettable that more cannot be done for this 
group. The public is a beneficiary also, in hearing 
good music again in the pleasant surroundings of the 
parks. Since 1929, there has been no regular series 
of park concerts, formerly an annual institution. 

Relief authorities wisely--realize the truth of the 
Biblical statement, “Men shall not live by bread 
alone,” and hence provide free entertainment of. this 
high order for the public. The concerts are so ap- 
preciated by their audiences, and are so worthy a 
measure in behalf of unemployed musicians, that all 
efforts should be made to continue them throughout 
the summer, instead of ending them with the month. 
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MR. CUMMINGS’ CURIOUS DECISION. 

When the United States recognized Russia last'Nq- 
vember, after 16 years of non-intercourse, there were 
great expectations of stimulating American recovery 
through export trade with this nation of 147,000,000 
people.

DO not believe that liberty is, as we Nave 
been told on high authority, a» corpse. 
But neither do I believe it can live only 
or live forever in the’ body it inhabited dur- 
ing the nineteenth century. And it is in the

incarnation in a new body of principles that 
these lectures have been written. 

It is in the English-speaking countries 
chiefly that these, new principles are being 
wrought. They are) being applied experi- 
mentally, not without confusion, hesitation 
and contradictions. Nevertheless, in the 
maze of measures taken in the British Com- 
monwealth and in the United States, and 
also in the Scandinavian countries, there is 
now discernible the pattern of a new social 
policy. ; | 

There is a mood of revolutionary change 
in the world which is not the product: of 
propaganda and of agitation of conscious 
revolutionists, but fundamentally a result of 
the breakdown of, post-war reconstruction. 

We can see why the post-war reconstruc- 
tion was almost certain to fail. The old 


“economy was a world-wide system of trans- 
- actions that no one had deliberately . con- 


trived. It had grown to be what it was by 
the initiative, the compliance, the foresight 
and the nifiscalculation of multitudes of 
men in the course of many generations, 

It was not a consciously constructed or- 
ganization, and it, was therefore, by its very 
nature, unsuited to conscious control. lt was 
particularly intractable to the only kind of 
control which men were organized to exert, 
that is to say, the control by separate sov- 
ereign, popular governments. 


The great society of the pre-war world 
had been cut into parts, and among the parts 
some had shrunk and some had swelled, 
some had been lost and some had been re-. 
placed from new designs. The mere removal 
‘of the war controls did not cause the frag- 
ments to come together again; they fio long- 
er fitted one another, . . : 

Though many people hoped and believed

anism of money and credit according to 


theories which did not conform to the prac- . 


tices of industry or the policies of govern- 
ment. The accounts would not balance, and 
the reconstruction broke down. 

In the past, there was no laissez-faire 
where men were able to overcome it. In 
reality, there was laissez-faire only in re- 
spect to the opération of the system as a 
whole. This is the point which marks the 
present transition. The new thing is not 
the amount, or the pervasiveness, or the 
rigor of government action, but its purpose. 
. In ‘the pre-war era, the state intervened 
continually to assist or to protect private 
interests. Sometimes it was moved by hu- 
manitarian sympathies. Oftener it was moved 
by the pressure of organized groups, But 
whether it acted to remédy an abuse or to 
confer a privilege, its action was always, so 
to speak, marginal. and incidental. The 
state assumed no responsibility for the op- 
eration of the economy as a whole. 

Since 1914, the state has become charged 
with that new and unprecedented responsi- 
bility.

THS YEAR'S CONTEST 


Competition Is Open to Ama- 
teurs in St. Louis and 
the County. 


The sixth annual garden contest, 
sponsored by the St. Louis Horticul- 
tural Society, includes competition 
in lighted gardens this year. The 
contest is open to amateur garden- 
ers in St. Louis and St. Louis Coun- 


ty, but contestants are expected to 
hold some membership in the Hor- 
ticultural Society, individual or af- 
filiated, since no entry fees are 
charged. Entries close June 15. 
City gardens will be in separate 
competition from those in the coun- 
ty. Both will be judged, however, 
on design and arrangement, lawn, 
trees, shrubs, personal planting and 
upkeep. All are to be judged by 
the first week of September. The 
work in the garden except rouga 
labor must have been done by the 
owner. Professional work is barred 
except for one class of county gar- 
dens in competition for a silver cup, 
where professional aid is permitted. 
Lighted Garden Rules. 

In the lighted garden feature, ap- 
plicable to city and county gardens, 
judging will be based on the garden 
picture, achieved with lighting. [Il- 
luminated fountains may be in- 
cluded but will not be judged alone. 
Colored lights will be permitted. 
Professional assistance does not ap- 
ply to electricians for installation 
of lighting. 

Cash prizes of $50, $35 and $15 
will be awarded to each of the 
three best gardens in the city and 
in the county. There are 10 spe- 
cial prizes of $10 each for best col- 
lections of certain classes of flowers 
and shrubs and other garden dis- 
plays. The prizes are donated by 
Stix, Baer & Fuller. Other prizes 
of two silver cups, $35 and $25 cash 
will be given for the best lighted 
gardens. a

TREES OF 4 VARIETIES 
SUGGESTED FOR CITY 


\ 

Bulletin Says They Are Smoke- 

Resistant—Three Bear 
Fruit or Flowers. 


Four varieties of trees of semi- 
evergreen habit, which bear their 
leaves until mid-November or later, 
and are smoke-resistant, are sug- 
gested for city planting in the May 
bulletin of the Missouri Botanical 
Garden, as a result of long obser- 


vation of their hardiness. Three of 
them have the decorative value of 
bearing flowers or fruits. 

The pagoda tree remains in full 
leaf longer than any other~tree in 
the Garden, the bulletin says. Thir- 
ty years of city residence have 
proven its hardiness and during 
that time “it has shown ifself to be 
without a single objectionable hab- 
it as-a city-tree.” During August it 
bears large clusters of white. flow- 
ers of particular interest to nectar- 
loving insects. 

Second in importance is the En- 
glish elm, which retains its leaves 
until freezing weather, in some sea- 
sons almost a month later than the 
American elm. It is without insect 
enemies, has a narrow pyramidal 
form amd “should prove a very sat- 
isfactory tree for street use,” ac- 
cording to the bulletin. “However, 
the habit of developing root suck- 
ers might limit its use to lawns 
and parks.” , 
The spindle tree of China re- 
mains in active growth until a kill- 
ing frost, observation has shown 
It is low spreading, and forms a 
dense mass of green. It can be 
used wherever space is limited. As 
the Teaves are shed, bright orange 
and red fruits become visible. 

Of the North American trees, 
none remains in foliage longer than 
the soapberry tree, which in the 
Garden holds its foliage ever. 
longer than the maples. It should 
only be used as a lawn tree be- 
cause of its smal! size. After its 
leaves have fallen, its clusters of 
golden fruits attract attention. 
They turn black in January. 

“The winter landscape of a 
smoke-laden city. is unenlivened by 
a single bit of green foliage,” the 
bulletin. remarks. “Here and there 
a few blackened conifers are left, 
but they resemble dead -trees, very 
little color showing through the 
thick cover of soot. 

“It is generally supposed that 
evergreens cannot be grown in a 
smoky atmosphere, and that we 
must be thankful for the ‘weed 
trees,’ the soft maple, sycamore, and 
poplar, whose only claim to distinc- 
tion is that they bear some sickly 
foliage in summer. 

“A tree clothed in summer foliage 
until mid-November, or later, would 
be most welcome in a city of stark,

HIS correspondent, who likes to

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Overprints of Siam. 

Collectors only recently have 
found out ‘the facts about a set of 
over-prints issued in December of 
1933 which are fast becoming 
rarities. 

The Siamese Postoffice decided 
at the last moment to place a spe- 
cial overprint on certain stamps in 
order to commemorate Constitution 
day which occurred on Dec. 10, 
1933. These overprints were sold 
only during the State Fair in Sar- 
anyaromya Palace Garden which 
lasted for five days, Dec. 8th to the 
12th. Every effort was made to 
persuade visitors to purchase the 
stamps, but with very little success. 

For the overprinting a rubber 
stamp was ordered, picturing two 
drinking cups, one above the other 
with the upper one containing the 
Holy Book of the Constitution. 
When the stamp was delivered it 
was found to be too wide. The 
Postoffice decided to use the stamp 
and to allow the ovérprints to lap. 
It was also decided to overprint the 
stamps at the time of the sale. Only

OULD we trace the spread of 
our epidemics, we would find 
that they parallel closely our 
railway tracks and the courses of 
our ships. 

It was this observation that 
prompted mankind: many centuries 
ago to establish the practice of 
quarantine, a term derived from the 
40 days of waiting to which sailing 
vessels were subjected before they 
were permitted to enter a harbor 
and land their cargoes during a pe- 
riod of plagues. 

Quarantine inspection of ships 
that sail the sea is enforced rigor- 
ously today. But with the develop- 
ment of ships that sail the air, a 
hew avenue for the spread of dis- 
ease has been opened. , . 

Among the disease dangers in- 
creased by aviation is that of yel- 
low fever. Few persons appreciate 
how large a portion of the world is 
still rendered uninhabitable by the 
presence therein of yellow fever. 
Also that, theoretically, any other 
portion of the world which ha-bors 
the necessary type of mosquito is 
potentially in danger. 

This disease, depending as it does 
upon the mosquito for its spread, 
neds only a combination of sick 
persons in whose blood the yellow 
fever virus is present, and mos- 
quitoes of the right type to bite 
such sick individuals. 

Fortunately, reports from a uum- 
ber of laboratories show that it is 
now possible to immunize humans 
against yellow fever. 

The virus of yellow fever can be 
substantially weakened by being in- 
oculated into mice, and transmitted 
from one to another. After-a num- 
ber of such transmissions, the virus, 
no longer able to produce the dis- 
ease, provides an immunizing reac- 
tion.
